THE GRADUATION EXERCISES FOR GRADE XII 
ol 

St. Rose High School took place on Sunday. June twenty-fifth. 


The twenty-three graduates in cap and gown attended the eight o'clock mass at St. John the Baptist Church. Red roses, the 
school flower, adorned the altar. 

The Junior school choir directed by Sister Lucy of Jesus, sang appropriate hymns. Father McGee congratulated the graduates 
on their success and asked Gods blessing on their future undertakings.
